have the right to refuse entry to anyone including attorneys unless
they have a warrant. |Individual enployees living in enployer supplied
housi ng do not have the right to force I egal aid program enpl oyees to
| eave common areas of housing (outside) as long as one person who
resides in the associ ated dwel |l ings wants that person to be there. Any
| egal aid programenpl oyee wi shing to visit enpl oyees housed on grower
property has the right to enter the driveway comonly used by the
housi ng occupants. This nmeans that if agricultural enployees nmust use
a grower’s personal driveway to get to their housing, |egal aid program
enpl oyees also may use that driveway to access the housing wthout a
warrant so long as at |least sone of the housing is occupied. When
conducting outreach activities that involve entry onto |abor canps,
| egal aid prograns shall establish and abide by policies regarding

conduct of outreach activities. The policies shall include a
requirenent that l|legal aid program enployees identify thenselves to
persons whom they encounter at farm |abor canps. The legal aid

prograns shall provide copies of their current outreach policies to
known agricul tural organi zations and shall provi de copies upon request
to any owner of property on which farmwrkers are housed. Legal aid
program enpl oyees involved in outreach activities shall attenpt to
inform operators of licensed farm | abor canps or their agents, and
known grower organizations of the approximate tinme frame for outreach
activities and shall cooperate with operators of farm | abor canps at
whi ch farmwrkers are housed in assuring conpliance with all pertinent
laws and ordinances, including those related to trespass and
har assnent .
